Claims 1 , 4 and 8-22 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Ashford et al. fail to teach the preferred amine adjuvant is selected from TEDA 
and TMEDA. Secondary reference Scher et al. fail to provide motivation for combining 
TEDA with a paraquat and/or diquat composition. There is no motivation to include the 
amine because Scher et al. teach the amine is only suitable as a catalyst for the 
polymerization in a polyisocyanate/polyol reaction. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
